+ One method of calling such an 
election is the filing of an initia- 
tive petition, asking the city coun- 
cil to erect a city hall at a cer- 
tain specified focation, according to 
Mr. Gray. 

Early in February a citizens’ 
committee discussed the possibility 
of filing such a petition at that 
time. That procedure was not fol- 
lowed, however, due to insufficient 
time between then and the April 
12 election to meet certain legal 
requirements in publishing  elec- 
tion notices. 

It was suggested, however, that 
the council proceed in obtaining a 
vote from the public concerning 
preference for a citv hall site. 


The preference given is in op- 
position to the legal record. An- 
other election is necessary there- 
fore to clear the record if the city 
hall is placed at 126 Second ave- 
nue. 

No Plans Made 

What steps will be taken 
now unknown. Walter Allen, chair- 
man of the citizens’ committee, 
said that no definite plans have 
been made relative to the filing of 
an initiative petition. 

In Tuesday's election, 569 vot- 
ers favored the police station site 
for the city hall while 503 persons 
expressed a preference for the D 
street site. These figures are un- 
official and are based on the count 
obtained from election. officers at 
the three precincts. 

The city council will discuss the 
city hall site soon.

P. E. and Bus Fare 
Increase Granted 








Increase of 10 per cent in the 
Pacific Electric fares and an in- 
crease from five to six cents in 
the bus fare between Upland and 
Ontario will be effective early in 
May. The higher rates, announc- 
ed this week, were granted to the 
transportation companies by the 
state railroad commission.

Upland To Be Advertised Dur: 
ing Air Mail Week—Trips 
For Essay Winners 








Upland will be depicted as the 
citrus center cn all air mail letters 
leaving here during the week of 
May 15 according to plans being 
made today by the chamber of 
commerce officials and Postmaster 
Orton P. Brady. The week ha; 
been designated as national air 
mail week. 

The special markings of iall Up- 
Jand letters during that week will 
be of interest to stamp collectors 
as well as being a factor in further 
advertising Upland citrus fruit. 


Mr. Brady reported ito the cham- 
ber office that it ig possible for a 
specially designed stamp ‘to be 
placed on all the air mail during 
that week. With this opportunity 
being presented, tentative plans 
were outlined for the making of a 
stamp to be used. 

Local residents will be urged tc 
send letters by air mail during 
that week as a means of publiciz- 
ing the city and to participate in 
the special weck. 

The special week is being held 
nationally in observance of the 
twentieth anniversary of the first 
air mail service. A national essay 
contest on the air mail service will 
be held during that week. 

Mr. Brady explained that the 
air mail would be given its usual 
fast service. The special “Up- 
land” sta-np, depicting citrus fruit, 
would be an added feature. 

Upland junior high and Chaffey 
high school students are eligible 
to compete in this essay contest, 
the subject of which will be 
“Wings Across America.”
